of circulation aud having withdrawn 
one-third of this excess above $1,000 000 
shall then proceed pro rata with the 
banks having a circulation exceeding 
#1,000,000. Hesaid he bad consulted the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, who favored this 
course, which was designed to relieve 
the smaller banks in States from which 
the circulation was to be withdrawn.
